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REMARKS 

Tn response to lhi3 Office Action dated July 29> 2003, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration based on the above claim amendment and the following remarks. 
Applicants respectfully submit that the claims as presented are m condition for 
allowaricc. The amcndmeiils place existing claims in hidependent form and thus no new 
issues are raised. Entry of this amendment is proper after final rejection. 

Claim Rejections Ufider35 U.S,C. §102 

Claims 1-2, 5-22, 25-45, 48-57 and 61-66 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(c) 
as being anticipated by Hanson et al., US 6,535,585 (hereinafter "Hanson") for the 
reasons stated on pages 2-9 of the Office Action. 

Claims 7, 8 and 9 have been placed in independent form. Hanson fails to teach or 
suggest the features claimed in claijus 7, 8 and 9. 

Tn Hanson, a notification is generated to the calling only upon two occurrences, 
cither the dcMvery of the message or cancellation of the message. As described in 
Hanson, the cancellation of the message corresponds to a failure to deliver the message 
(Sec column 5, line 5 1 to column 6, Ime 29)< Thus, only message deHvei^ and failure of 
message delivery (referred to as cancellation) arc taught in Hanson as conditions for 
generating n status notification to the calling party. 

Claims 7, 8 and 9 recites numerous additional conditions that trigger a status 
noUfication, Tlic Examiner states that the triggering event and the disposition event arc 
disclosed in column 6, hues 3-12 and column 5, lines 1 5-31 of Hanson, respectively. 
However, Applicants cannot find the corresponding triggering or disposition events in 
Hanson. 

Accordingly, I fanson docs not disclose or teach all of the elements of claims 7, 8 
and 9, and docs not anticipate claims 7-9, Claims 28-30 and 51-53 have been placed in 
independent form and arc patentable over Hanson for at least the reasons advanced with 
respect to claims 7-9. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing remarks aad amendments. Applicants sabmils lhat Ihc 
abovc-idcntificd application is now in condition for allowance.
